The cabinet portfolio is a 
thing of calfskin, about 24x20 imches. It has 
a single pocket covered by a flap. It has no 
lock, but is fastened by two straps and buckles. 
Some of these porttolios are probably a hun- 
dred years old, and the oer r number have 
seen from a quarter to half a century. The 
newest igexactly like the oldest in pattern, 
apd each is lettered with a stencil to indicate 
to what department it belongs. 

Each member of the cabinet shakes hands 
with all the others when he arrives. The 
president usually comes in after nearly all his 
counsellors have arrived. He shakes hands 
with them all around and chats with them for 
a moment, and then takes his seat at the head 
of the table, his advisers taking their places in 
the order indicated in the diagram. ‘The se3- 
sion begins at 12 o’clock exactly, whether the 
members bave all arrived or not. The presi- 
dent does not rap the meeting tio order, and it 
is wholly infotmal throughout. No vote is 
taken on any question. It the president wants 
the individual opinion of his advisers on any 
subject, be asks for it, but he decides the ques- 
tion in his own way, without regard to 
whether a majority ot his adyisers is for or 
against his views. Ne minutés are kept of 
cabinet meetings, and, as up reporters are 
present, the proceedings are hever given in 
detail. An ex-cabinet official says the public 
loses little by the observance ofsecrecy, for the 
talk is diseursive and fregmentary and would 
not be read if published. 

HOW THE MEMBERS ACT. 

Nevertheless all necessary precautions are 
taken to prevent the proceedings of cabi- 
net meetings from being overheard, and a full 
report of ope has not been published since the 
deys when Webster was secretary ot state. An 
enterprising correspondent of that day in some 
way contrived to vet intoan adjoining reom, 
where he could overhear every word. Mr, 
Webster himself discovered jthe leak after 
since the rooms bave been carefully watched. 

Imegine what eight bank diréctors or an 
equal number of asylum trustees on pretty 
good terms with one another would do ii shut 
up in a back room away from public gaze,and 
some notion probably can be formed of what a 
cabinet meetings is like. All the pictures that 
are made of cabinet groups pre absurdities, 
The secretarics do not stand in/tragic attitudes 
with bands thrustin the breasts of close- 
buttoned coata, nor do they stand with an 
elbow resting on the mantel, nor sit with folde 
arms and knitted brows. They just sit care- 
lessly and easily at a table, like other folks, 
toying with *penholders, tearing scraps of 
paper or thrumming on their portfolios. 

Abraham Lincoln, it is said, walked into 
the cabinet meeting that wasto consider the 
emancipetion proclamation with a copy of 
Artemus Ward’s book in his hand, and read a 
passage from-it aloud before passing to more 
eericus business. Many a session, too, he en- 
livened with quaint stories, if reports be true. 
In fact some of the best stories repeated in af- 
ter-dinner circles during every administration 
are commonly reported to have been first told 
at cabinet meeting. 

There is no set tormin which the councils 
begin or continue. Thre subjects discussed 
suggest themeelves. ‘T'o-day the Oklahome 
question may be uppermost, amd the secretar 
of the interior and the secretary of war natu- 
rally are the chief talkers around the table. 
To-morrow the Central American news 
interesting and Secretary Bayard and Secre- 
tary Whitney of course ate the most deeply 
concerned. Opinions are passed all around 
the board, however, and nearly 
every member hag something to 
ecd to the common fund of informa- 
tiok. The president has always two to three 
vexatious questions on hand to submit to his

» The political history of the past half cen- 
tury is full of quarrels and dissensions in the 
cabinets of various presidents, but these out- 
breake, as a rule, have not occurred at stated 
meetings ef the cabinet. There have been in- 
stances where members became so hostile 
one another that one or the 
would stay away from cabi- 
meetings, aud many cases webre 
personal relations were so strained that only 
icy tormelities were passed by way of greeting; 
but as a whole the sessions of the presidents 
with their advisers have been pleasant and 

without remerkable incidents. 

The members of President Cleveland’s cabi- 
net are just beginning to get acquainted with 
one another atthe semi-weekly talks. Thus 
far they are brethren pulling together in unity. 
What effect the political strains that are to 
come will have on the pleasant circle remains 
to be found out.

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THE INDIAN-‘TRUST FUND. 
An Obstacic tn the Way cf a North Car- 

clivna Funding Scheme, 
Wasurxcron, April 21.—Last year the leg- 
islature of North Carolica passed an ect pro- 
viding for the refunding of the state debt in 
accordance with an agreement with the bond- 
holders by the terms of which the latter were 
toremitthe paymentof interest which had 
accumulated during the past few years. In- 
cluded in the state bonds, however, Were 
securities to the amount of $192,000, which 
were held by the United States government, 
onaccount cof the Indian trust fund. These 
bonds bad been purchased by the government 
before the war, with money derived from the 
sale of Indian lands, and the securities were 
Feld in trust for the Indians, the annual 
interest thereon being disbureed to them. 
Similer investments were made on account of 
the Indians in hands of 
other southern states. For a number 
of years no interest has been paid on thees 
bonds, and'congress has each year appropria- 
ted a sum equivalent to the interest due, (la:t 
year amounting to $90,000,) which has been 
iurned over to the Indian bureau for division 
emong the Indians. Since the passage of the 
refunding act by the North Carolina legisla- 
ture that state has requested the United States 
overpment to surrender the Indian trust 
ds in return for new bonds, minus the ac- 
cumulated’ interest.

RUSSIA REFUSES TO MAKE FUR- 
% THER CONCESSIONS. 


Zhe Report of Sir Peter Lumsden st Total Variance 
with That of General Komarofl—A Credit of 
Eleven Million Pounds Asked For— the 
Butire Army in Readiness, Bic. 


Loxpos, April 21.—The Daily News says 
nothing has taken place during the last forty- 
seven hours to change the position of affairs. 
Rusetia persists in the claims she originally 
made, andthe basisof the controversy re- 
mains unchanged. Contracts given out by the 
government for new men of war allow two 
end a half years in which to build five belted 
cruisers, and threeand a half for two iron 
clads. 

EARL GRANVILLE'S STATEMENT. 

Esrl Granville, British foreign minister, in 
the house of lords this afternoon stated that 
the government had come to the conclusion 
tbat the position of affairs justified putting the 
army and navy and the whole of the auxiliary 
forces in a condition of immediate readiness 
for service if required. 

Lord Granville said that the operations in 
Egypt bad been such that they could not re- 
treet. The government had adhered to their 
pledges given regarding the defense of Egypt 
by the vote they had asked for. They had met 
ail the demands of the Indian government,the 
expences of which were entirely covered by 
provision at heme. The government asked 
for a credit of four and a half million pounds 
for the Soudan account and six and a half mil- 
lions for the sccount of other expenses. LEng- 
lend desired toremain on the most friendly 
terms with all foreign countries, The conicm- 
plated increese in the strength of the army 
and navy would not, in the slightest degree, 
diminish the strong desire entertained by the 
government for a peaceable and honorable set- 
tlement of the present dispute with Russia. 

The earl of Morely, under secretary for war, 
announced that the whole of the firet class of 
army reserves had been notified that they ar 
liabie to be summoned for service at very short 
notice... The government bad no iatention at 
present, he said, of summoning the militia re- 
Eerves.

ON THE ISTHMUS. 


The Natives Astonished, and Me French Iaclixed to 
Bick—-How the Men ere Stationed Over the 
Istibmus-4 Good Ohance to Take 
Poaseesion of the Pisce, Sta. 


Wasginetron, April 21.—The seerstary of 
the navy has received a telegram from Admi- 
ral Jarrett, at Colon, stating that the Swataria 
had just returned from Cartagenia, and that 
ihe Colombian general writes that he will 
scon come to the isthmus and re-establish a 
constitutional government. 

THE STRENGTH OF THR FORCES IN PANAMA. 

The errival of the steamer Acapulco places 
avery strong force ot American marines and 
sailors on the isthmus. It was expected that 
the landing of this force would cause much ir- 
ritation, and this was true, more feeling on 
the subject, however, being displayed by the 
French than by the Colonbiams. ‘The latter 
understood the cause of the proceedings better 
than the former. All opposition has now 
ended. The American force is distributed as 
follows: Two battalions, consisting of 274 
marines and 140 sailors, with a battery of 
Hotchkiss and Gatling guns, and a Dahlgren 
howitzer, under command of Captain Higbea, 
are stationed at Aspinwall ;'Captein Collum’s 
company is atthe Protestant chapel and hos. 
pitals. Lieutenant Harrington and his de- 
tachment are at Lighthouse Point and at the 
general superintendent’s residence and offi- 
cers; Lieutenant Allibona is at the royal mail 
wharf, and Captains Reid and Muse 
are at the Pacific mail wharf. 
Captain Reid’s company furnishes guard to 
the trains on the Panama railroad making six 
trips daily, with armed cars with Gatling aad 
howitzer guns. 

When necessary, barracks will be erected 
for the accommedation of the men. They are 
now comfortable at the barracks at the bridge, 
where Lieutenant Ellicott has a marine guard 
of fifty men. On Sunday night the guard 
there discovered a man applying dynamite to 
the house of the canal officer. At 
Matachin Captain Huntington, with 159 men 
and a battery of three guns has suppressed 
troubles and yielded service tothe intere 
ests of the place. At Panama the first battal- 
ioD, consisting of 320 merines and fifty sailors 
with six guns, under command of Colonel 
Heywood, 18 comfortably housed in the large 
warehouses of the canal company, and has 
complete command of all the approaches to 
the canal property at the Panama station. 
The members of the battalion have no com- 
munication with the town. Strict discipline 
is enforced. The health of the olficers and 
men is excellent, only two with light fevers 
being on the sick list. There has been} no 
trouble with the natives and none expected. 
The United States steamers Tennessee, Al- 
lieyee and Swatara are at Aspinwall. The 
Galena is cruising in the vicinity of Carthage 
and the Powhattan is at Panama. 
The Shenandozh is at Panama. The fores 
available and within easy call for shore serv- 
ice nombers 1,800 men, with 30 guns.

THE BULLET IN HIS BRAIN, 

On the fatal night of his death at about the hour 
of four o'clock, Mrs. Nugent notifieda Mr, Wide- 

-™en. a yehr neighbor, that Mr. Lightsey had 
killed himself. When Mr. Wideman and others 
repaired to the house they found Mr. Lightsey in 
a room which he occupicd laying upon a bed fon 
his back, extended his full langth, his head rest- 
ing upon a pillow with a towel spread over it, his 
right hand res'ing upon his breast with a pistol 
in its clasp, a bullet boleiu his right temple, life 
extinct and the spirit of poor Jake gone to the God 
who gave it. 

Was it suicide? Perhaps so; as a release from 
his troubles he might have killed himself. . Was it 
murder’? It may have been. It not being the pur- 
, -ke of this article to either accuse or excuse any 
one, the facts as they have been gathered are sim- 
ply given, leaving others to draw their own 
inferences and conclusions. Mr. Lightsey was 
left handed, using, it is said, his left hand 
for all purposes, and yet the pistol was in his right 
handand the bullet hole in his right temple. 
Would he have used his right hand on this occa- 
sion, when he was not in the habit of using it? 
Perhaps he might, and yet there are many who do 
not think so, And if he shot himseif 
would not 50 fatal and sudden a 
death as his must have been, the ball 
going entirely through the brain and head, and 
being extraeted easily on the opposite side, have 
caused him to drop the pistol at once, instead of 
retaining itin his hand extended across the breast. 
Itisthought so. No powder-stain or burn was 
found upon his head or face, and but little sign of 
blood found in the room or upon the bed where 

he was found lying. 
THE FATAL PISTOL, 

It appeared that the pistol found with him was 
Mrs. Nugent's, or one, she stated, a gentleman 
friend of the family had left with them: that it 
had been in her room, together with some cart- 
ridges, in or ppon the bureau, and she did not 
know when Mr. Ligh'sey got it; that he had been 
Grinking, was sick, and she had been sitting up 
ith him and had only left the 
room about fifteen minutes before she heard the 
reportofthe pistol, when she immediately re- 
turned to the room and found that he hadshot 
himself; that be was alone in the room, His wife 
occupying another room in the house, being un- 
well at the time, and that she immediately gave 
the elarm. It appears that a gentleman friend had 
visited the boure that night,was there about three 
o’clock and that Miss Nugent, a single sister of 
Mrs. Lightsey’s, had left on the 8:3 train with 
him for Jacksonville,and that Mr. Lightsey and 
his wife and Mrs. Nugent were the only persons 
left at the house. 

Upon theevidence of Mrs. Nugent, the coro- 
mer’s jury found a verdict that Mr. Lightsey’s 
death was caused by his own hand. But was it? 
His people do not think so and the public are in 
Goubt. Still, beyond the facts state1, nothing is 
known or can be ascertained, and thus Jake 
Lichtsey’s death may remain shrouded in 
mystery, As 8 singular colnci- 
dence it may be mentioned 
that Mrs. Nugent's husband is said to have died 
the death of a'suicide years ago in Savannah. 

On the side of the Suwannoochee at the old 
family burial grounds in Clinch the sorrowing old 
father and mother and kind sympathizing friends 
and relatives laid the lifeless remains of poor Jake 
to Test.

She was formerly a resident 
of Bullock county, and when the war wasin 
evitable, she fitted out a company at her own ex- 
pense, thoroughly equipped, and maintained it 
during the entire war. She had a son who was 
but fourteen years old. With Spartanfheroism she 
sent him to the frent. He acted so bravely and 
was so infused with the patriotism of his mother 
that in a year he was appointed lieutenant. She 
made many sacrifices, exposed herself to many 
dangers for the cause. When Sherman was on the 
march from Atlanta to the sea she was apprised of 
it. While the victorious marauders were nearing 
her home, across the Ogeechee was a train loaded 
with’freight, and fearing that it would be cap- 
tured, she summoned her negro, made him swim 
across the river with a note of warning to 
the engineer and conductor. The train got 
away, and when her participationin the act be- 

came known, she was arrested and detained a 

prisoner for some days. During the time that 

Georgia was under military rule she labored per- 

severingly for the state, and hasnowin her pos- 

session letters from prominent citizens who ac 
knowledge in glowing terms her efforts for the res- 
toration of Georgia to her political and civil 
rights.

THE OKLAHOMA POLICY. 

All fair minded men, including the boom- 
ers ihemselves, sre sccepting Secretary La- 
mar’s decision in relation tothe lands of 
Okiahoma.. The secretary of the interior 
takes the brond position that the people pur- 
chased the disirict subject to a limitation 
that can not be rightfully set aside except 
with the consent of the Indian tribes who 
were parties to the treaty. These tribes con- 
veyed the district, which was unoccupied, to 
the government fora small sum, but they 
did th’s to enable the government to place 
on the Jand conveyed other friendly Indians 
and certain negro freedmen, most of whom 
had been slaves of the tribes already located 
in the Indian territory. If the government 
had wanted Oklahoma for settlement by the 
whites, ne doubt the Indians would have re- 
fused to transfer any portion ot the territory 
set apart for them; for they know, as all men 
Know, that if the white man once gains a 
.0thold in the territory, there wiil ba an 
end to the peaceful and possible sluggish con- 
diition that bas long been a marked feature 
of the territory. 
Mr. Lamar says the terms of the treaty must 
be regardea. He does not say the farmers of 
Kaneas and Missouri shall never enter Okla- 
homa, but he does say they shall not settle 
upon the lands of that section, until the 
tribes of the territory are willing to cancel 
-the limitation of the first treaty. No man 
can well cispnte the soundness of the posi- 
tion taken. The boomers have practically

ard working toward the surface. The News 
goer on to say: 

This is their year. The cicada septemdecim. 
seventeen year locust oi Linnwxous, which was 
first seen in this country so long ago as 1633, has 
come on time atevery period. He was herein 
[5] and 1868 aud is due now, or ratheriu ine firat 
week of May. 

His coming will add to the fears of the supersti- 
iicus, for the zig-zag lines at theendof his wiug 
covers, which take the form ofa W, are in the 
vulgar belief supposed to hint at war to come, al- 
though by the ancient Egyptians, to whom these 
insects were known, the locust was taken to be & 
minister of religion and is so used in their hiero- 
glyphics., 

According to Dr, W. D. Hartman, of West Ches- 
ter, who hes made an interesting’ study of this 
locust, little is known of their infant life of sev- 
teen years underground, beneath which they have 
been found ata depth of twenty fect. When they 
come outit is feaeting time for hogs and pou'try. 
Tlens will eat nough to oolor their tlesa and ezZs. 
Even cats eat them. 

Sixteen broods bave been traced in this country. 
Of these the Jast brood is indigeous from Massa- 
chusetts to Georgia, and west to Ohio and Michi- 
gan. Their favorite haunts are among yong 
ovks and chestnuts, Indians boil them and they 
pre so fat that soap has been made from them. 
Where they come from or go to no one knows 
definitely. They do not sitcct much damage ex- 
cept to young trees, and their advent is more a 
subject of curiosity than of alarm. 

All this isyery interesting, but the seven- 
teen-year locust isa myth. During the past 
gpovep yearsthey haye mace thelr appearance 
twice in the neighborhood of Atlanta. Three 
years age they filled the woods around West 
End with their mournful far-away notes. 
They came out of the ground in the shape of 
a grub, crawied up the trees, attached them- 
selves to limbs and twigs and remained in 
this position until the locusi fly burst the 
sheil of the grub and made its way out. The 
little damage they do to the leaves of the 
trecs is d ‘ne while they are in thegrub state, 
for they ; -ow rapidjy after they make their 
way out: the ground until the fiy develops, 
Unce the cust issues from the grub shell, its 
history i sretty much that of ithe siik worm 
moth. it eats nothing, but devotes the long, 
bot bours of ihe few days tha‘ it lives to 
calling mournfully to its mates. It deposits 
its eggs in the trees, thes? rapiily crow into 
emall grubs which Grop off and make their 
way into the ground to await anVher losust 
resurrection, which occurs ip.’three to five 
years, ae 
These locusts Pixve fiery red eyes and a W 
marked Q?rtheir wings, and these things 
five Chffrency to the superstition that their 
appearance betokens war. But they are very 
pat miless insects.

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST CHOLERA. 

Cholera has already appeared in Spain, 
where in tweive towns the disease has become 
epidemic, and from which the people who 
can get away have ficd. The plague is 
spreading to other towns, and in factit may 
be said 10 exist in all parts of the country. 
Or one day it appeared at Jaen in the south 
of Spain, anc a'soin Santiago de Compostela 
in the northwest corner of the kingdom, 
The entire country contains the germs of the 
disesse; and this is its condition in the 
roonth of April, Last year the conditions 
were rot highly favorable to a spread of the 
discase, and it was kept in the countries about 
the Mediterranean; but who can say how 
fast or how farit will be carried this year? 
The conditions of air and soil and crowded 
populations may carry it to every European 
city. Itis not safe to depend upon the his- 
tory of the disease during last summer and 
fall. The disease hasin the present month 
done more damage in Spain than it did 
ibroughout the whole of last year. 

If the disease reaches London and Liver- 
pool, or even if it does not—if it is confined 
to Spain, we are still in danger in this coun- 
try, ana nothing short of the severest quar- 
aniine reguiations, official! inspections on 
both sides of the ocean, together with the 
highest possible degree of cleanliness at 
home, will give us immunity from the ravya- 
ges of the great plague. The president has 
$340,000 at his disposal in case of a threatened 
epidemic, and this sum he can use in aid ‘of 
state or local boards, or otherwise, as he sees 
fit, in preventing or suppresing the spread of 
the disease, endin maintaining quarantine 
and maritime inspections at points of danger. 
He can act independently of state or local 
boards. In view of the prevalence of cholera 
in Spain, and of the near approach of hot 
weather, it seems to be the duty of the presi- 
cent to take steps at once to keep the disease 
out of our ports, which are in this case ‘‘points 
of danger.’’ The coast cities can scarcely 
aflord to stand idly by in this crisis. Charles- 
top, Savannah, Mobile, New Orleans and 
Galveston should be put ina cleanly condi- 
tion, aud other preparations made to fight 
the disease as soon as the first case arises, 


These five ports are the chief ‘‘points of dan- 


ger’’ in the south, and if their condition is 
all that sanitary science can suggest, the 
south has little to fear from the trans-Atian- 
tic plague. ‘

The facts in the case are.gs follows: 

Jones and his wife rent the National hotel and 
the Southern hotel, the first from J. C. McBurney, 
of Atlanta, and the latter from 
nf EF, Schofield. The National hotel 
fronts on Fourth street and runs back ‘alongside of 

ne Southern, which fronts on Poplar street. Be- 
tween the two buildings is an aliey that has been 
used by the Southern. Ashort time ago Jones 
constructed a new diningroom on the side of the 
National hotel next to the alley. In order to obtain 
more light and for greater convenience of commu- 
nication between the two hotels, Jones cut-a door 
from the diningroom into the alley. 

Schofield objected to this, alleging that he own- 
ed the wail throveh whieh the door had 
been cut. He employed Lanier and Anderson to 
file a bill to enjoin Jones and his wife from using 
the door, and the case will be tried on the 22d 
instant. 

If the injunction is granted, it will not only give 
Schofield the power to close up the door into the 
alley. but, as Such a result in the case will virtually 
declere Schofield the owner of the wall, he may, 
if he chooses, close up allthe windows opening 
from the P ational nnon side.

A WILD FAMILY, 


A Strange Story From the Biue Ridge 
Mountains, 

4 SARSMONe, Md., April 21.—A startling 
ptery Ol an unnatural family life of hermitage 
18 just reperted from the wild, mountainous 
ection of Western Maryland. About twenty 
yeare 950 Thomas Murphy, aged twenty-five 
Jers, bon of a former well-known and highly 
respected fargner of Carroll county, eloped 
WHS sien Gerrett, the sixteen-year-old 
Cavghter of a local preacher of the same coan- 
ty. No tidings were ever heard of the elopers 
until a few days ago, when they were dis2ov- 
ered by ‘two gunners, named Henning- 
bam ai d Phelps, residing in a hut in aa ise- 
lated pertion olthe Bine Ridge mountains,! in 
Frederick county. The young men, while 
hunting, were startled, on Tuesday lest, bs 
peeing a young and pretty girl, clad in rough 
garments, flee from their sight like a wild ani- 
mal, They tollowed the girl, and soon 
came upon a rude hut, almost  con- 
cesiea from view by underbrush, A 
brawny map, with jong, flowing whiskers, 
stood at the entrance of the hut, with gun in 
hand, and demanded of the intruders what 
they wanted. The fact that they were hunt- 
ing game in the mountains, and: accidentally 
beppened on the scene,'was made known, and, 
aiter much difficulty the story of the hermit 
and his family was obtained from the man, 
who was nove other than Murphy, 

Aiter the elopement he says he endeavored 
to get work, but was unsuccessful, and then 
resolved to kili his wife and himself. With 
this object in view, Murphy persuaded the 
girl (Ellen) to accompany him to the moun- 
tains, where he intended to kill her and then 
blow out his own brains; but upon reaching 
the ecene of the proposed tragedy his heart 
failed bim, and he could not suramon courage 
to commit the deed. He and the young girl 
remained inthe mountain that night. The 
next day a heavy rain storia set in, and a tem- 
porary eheiter was arranged out of branches 
end leaves. 

After passing several days in this manner 
the girl. was taken ill from exposure, and 
came near dying. Murphy killed smali game, 
and the two subsisted upon berries and birds 
for mouths. At length the girl gave birth to 
a female child, and was without an attendant 
except Murphy. The next day Murphy went 
to the village to purchase a few articles, and 
since that time he declares most positively he 
nor his family, which consist of two children, 
aged nineteen andeleven years respectively. 
have ever seen a human being until they saw 
Hepnningham and Phelps on Tuesday last. 

Four years ago a boy baby was born. A few 
months later it died, and was buried by Mur- 
-hy and the girl Ellen. About two years later 
‘ilen was injured by a falling tree and died, 
after suffering intensely two weeks without 
medical attendance of any kind. Murphy 
ssys he dug agrave and buried her beside 
their child. Henningham and Phelps say 
they saw the graves of both. They also state 
that the young daughter of Murphy is a 
beautiful girl, but piteously ignorant. She 
does not know of Sach a thing as an alphabet. 
The boy, now eleven years old, is equally il- 
literate. He is called “Son.’’ The hut in 
which they have lived so long is made of 
branches of trees covered with mud. Murphy 
seys he has no desire to live among civilized 
people, and that he is contented with his lot 
Action will be taken by the Frederick couuty 
authorities to care for the young girl and her 
brother.

COTTON ON FIRE. 


How a Lot of Cotton Madea Quick Biaze on 
Alabama Street Yesterday. 

Yesterday afternoon nearly three bundred 
bales of cotton were piled on Alabama street 
between Broad and Forsyth. Two shippers 
and a force of men were marking the cotton 
while a number of drays were engaged in 
moving it -toky fs 

‘Fire!’ suddenly exclaimed someone. At 
once a bright blaze flashed up from one efthe 
bales. Quickly several men sprang toward it. 
Before they could touch it the fire had 
jumped to the cotton adjoining. The bales 
were snatched around quickly, but the flames 
were faster than the workmen, and in a mo- 
ment had enveloped twenty or thirty bales, 
with a flash like a powderexplosion. The 
fire department responded, and ina moment 
a line of hose was laid. By that time the fire 
had made considerable progress, and the heat, 
as high upas the fifth story of Taz Consritv- 


TION building, was very great. Very soon 
after the hose was laid a i stream 
was put on‘and the fire was put 


under control. A great deal of work and wa- 
ter was required to get the fire out of the cot- 
ton, and the fleecy bags perme a sad plight 
before the firemen ceased their work. 

About thirty bales were partially burned 
and the loss is estimated at about three hun- 
dred dollars. 

There is a dispute as to whose cotton it is. 
Mr. Sam Inman bought five hundred 
bales of cotton from Adair & _ Bro. 
About three hundred bales of the cotton’ was 
wheeled out of the Adair & Bro, warehouse 

esterday. Mr. Adair had two watchmen 
ooking after the cotton during the morning 
and uptothe time when Mr. Inman’s drays 
began haulingitaway. Mr. Adair claims 
that he was told that the cotton wuuld be con- 
sidered delivered as soon asthe drays began 
hauling it. Itis claimed at Mr. Inman’s of- 
fice that ten minutes before the fire Mr. Adair 
was notified that the cotton was not con- 
sidered delivered. As the amount 
is sma)l there will probably be no trouble over 
the matter. The supreme court has held that 
cotton is bot seantvod until it is paid for. Mr. 
Inman had no insurance on the cotton. Neith- 
er did Mr. Adair, as the insurance ceased as 
s00n a8 the cotton went out of the door. 
A prominent cotten merchant said to a Con- 
STITUTION man yesterday, while watching the 
smoking pile: 
‘‘Atlanta has been the most fortunate city 
in the southern states in her cotton fires. 
During the last twenty years we have not had 
in Atlanta losses to the extent of 
five thousand dollars. During that time 
there has been stored here not less than a mil- 
lion and a half bales of cotton, and the insur- 
ance paid on cotton has amounted to as much 
es three hundred: thousand dollars. Thatis a 
margin of $295,000 to say nothing of interest. 
The small loss is attributable to the care which 
is given by the trade to preventing fires in cot- 
ton and to the efficient fire department. The 
cotton men police their cotton unusually well. 
Now, considering all this, the insurance rate 
on cotton seems to be very excessive. The 
policy of the companies seems to be not to 
rate any one town according to its exemption 
and security, but to take all and make an 
average. This taxes towns in which the losses 
are small just the same as though the losses 
were great. Charleston, Savannah and Au- 
usta, for instance, had heavy losses, and At- 
anta, a city that is careful and well secured, 
the same rate as those cities that

FOR THE POSSESSION OF THE E. 
T. V.& G, RAILROAD. 


The Hearing of the Famous Case Continued Before 
Judge Hammond—The Argument of Judge 
Hopkins for the Retention of Fink in 
Possession of the Property. 


The East Tennessee railroad case occupied 
the attention for two hours yesterday afternoon 
andis still unfinished. It is probable that it 
will occupy nearly all of Thursday, the day 
set for its further consideration. Argument 
hed been submitted the day before by the 
compleinant’s counsel to show why 
Judge Dorsey should be reinstated as re- 
ceiver, and when the case was taken up at 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon Judge Hopkins 
was heardin reply. He said that in 1881 the 
various branches of the East Tennessee, Vir- 
om and Georgia railroad were consolidated. 


pon the entire line, thus welded into one, 
bonds were issued. They were guaran- 
teed by & trust bond which 


covered the entire road with all its appliances 
and equipments. The road isa unity without 
a break in its continuity, Every bond that 
was issued gave its holder an equal interest 
with a)l other bondholders in the entire road. 
No one holder of a bond has a right to infringe 
upon the other botdholders. There is no 
power to take away part of theroad in one 
jurisdictien to satisfy one bondholder when 
that action would impair the interest of the 
other bondholders. This road extends from 
Knoxville to Brunswick, but it isthe same in 
the eye of the law as if it extended from At- 
lanta to Augusta. When this road is seized it is 


seized from Knoxville to Brunswick 
just as if the sheriff were to seize 
the Georgia road he would seize _ it 


from Atlanta to Augusta. He could not 
seize a partofthe road any more than he 
could seize a horse’s head and cut it off, or levy 
on one room in a house and sell it. Whena 
railroad and all.1ts apurtenances are mort- 
gaged as a whole, there is no power to sell it 
in part. This receiver, appointed by the cir- 
cuit court of the United States, took possession 
ofthe entireline. It was a possession adverse 
to the railroad company. On the morning of 
the 7th of January, before ten o’clock, he was 
in actual manual possession of th: main office 
at Knoxville. In a few mint.2s after ten 
o’clock he was in possession of the entire line. 
Nie took actual possession by telegraph, the 
useval mode of doing the business of the 
road, It was as good a pos- 
session a8 if he had gone over 
the entire line and appoidted his agents by 
word of mouth, There was that agreement 
between two minds which constitutes an 
agency. The world moves by telegraph. The 
stock market is operated by it. By it war is 
meade and peace is declared. A man will sell 
all he has or buy all he can command by tel- 
egraph as confidently as if he were making a 
bargain face to tace. 

Fink telegraphed thatjhe was no longer an 
officer ofthe company but was holding ad- 
versely to the company. All the agents 
accepted appointment under him and changed 
their books 80 asto open accounts with him. 
Dorsey invoked the telegraph when he took 
possession. Standing on one plank in the 
depot in Atlanta he tapped the button which 
open in possession of the entire Georgia

When that charge was brought before 
Judge Bradley, inthe United States circuit 
ceurt, he dismissed it and declared that this 
court would give full justice. 
Now the charge is made in this court that 
collusion has been practiced in the United 
States court, and this court will pay no atten- 
tion to it, but will leave that question where 
it properly belongs. The learned counsel on 
the other side have treated this grave ques- 
tion with a flippancy which it does not deserve.
